The summary must include 
arguements for and against the propoal, but the summary itself may not contain a conclusion 
or opinion in favor of or against the proposal, (excerpt from the municipal league paper on 
state law restricts role of officials in municipal ballot campaigns.) 

Again from a political standpoint, the lawsuit would give some validity to the restaurants 
fighting the ballot issue. I also think we could use it in the pr sighting the "sleeze" that 
council has gone to to pass this ordinance.
